Kremlin is the Russian term for 
citadel. There is a Kremlin iu 
nearly every Russian city. The 
Kremlin at Moscow occupies the 
-summit of amill -rising from the 
■center of the ?town -and is sur- 
rounded by an ancient and pictur- 
esque wall, which was built many 
centuries ago. Within the ineloss 
ure are the palace of lhe>Czar, the 
headquarters of the <rov eminent, 
the residences -of the ministers, the 
headquarters of the army, with the 
garrison of the city, four or live 
churches, ahocclesiasiioal depart- 
ment and a ,'iuinber ef m-cseums, 
picture galleries, armories and 
various other buildings. 

Lying on either side of the<n>ad- 
way are 875 cannon of various 
sizes, all of which were captured 
from Napoleon's army in 1812, 01 
were abandoned by him in his 
Sight.

One of the most interesting feas 
tures of southwest Texas, .is Mexi 
can life. The Mexicans are a 
peculiar people. They are slightly 
smaller than the Ameiican (as the 
people of the United States are 
called here) and as dafik as the 
average mulatto. Some of them 
are high toned, well-to-do people 
but a vast majority of them are 
contented with the most wretched 
surroundings. But let it be said 
to their honor that they are good 
for their debts, even better than 
the Americans. They speak a 
curruptcd form of Spanish. If 
you were on the streets any Satur- 
day you would doubtless hear 
more Spanish than English spoken 
for every Mexican comes to towu 
on Saturday.
